At the end of subtitle B of title XIII, add the fol-

lowing: 

SEC. l. PROHIBITION ON ARMS SALES, CYBER-SECURITY 1

PLE’S REPUBLIC OF CHINA AND THE CHI-3

NESE COMMUNIST PARTY. 4

No arms sales, cyber-security sales, or military sales 5

may be entered into with the People’s Republic of China 6

or the Chinese Communist Party by— 7

(1) the United States Government; or 8

(2) any person using funds received under a 9

contract or other agreement from the United States 10
